The United States 1801 Three Errors Large Cent 
© Stephen Kuhl, February 2019 


If you are interested in collecting error or variety coins the Draped Bust Large Cent, minted from 1796 to 1807, is an 
excellent and exciting series to collect! This sequence of coinage is rife with errors and varieties. The 2019 A Guide Book 
of United States Coins (aka the Red Book™) lists a total of forty styles, which is very exciting for error and type collectors! 
Only three of the eleven years of coinage was error free: 1804, 1805 and 1806. As can be expected, most of the errors 
are due to human mistakes during die manufacturing and coin minting. One especially notable and popular example is 
the 1801 3-Error Draped Bust Large Cent, which as the name implies, contains not one, not two, but three errors! 


As background, following passage of the Coinage Act of 1792 the US began minting coins. The very first were delivered 
in March 1793 - 11,178 Flowing Hair copper cents. This design was not well-received, and was changed to the Liberty 
Cap version partway through 1793. This design only lasted through a portion of 1796, when again in mid-year a new 
design was introduced - the Liberty Draped Bust Cent. Three designs in five years! The third version was more stable and 
was destined to last for 11 years — through 1807 — with a total of 1,362,837 coins being issued. 


As noted, the Draped Bust Large Cent series had numerous errors, and the 1801 3-Error version is one of the most 
popular. In addition to this variety there are three other versions of the 1801 coin, including the:

Eventually the "U" was 
reversed and the coin was struck on top of the inverted "U" which resulted in what looks like two letter "I's - making the 
word "UNITED" look like 'IINITED“ 





3) It contains the mistaken fractional denomination of 1 / 000 (one-one thousandth of a dollar!) As previously stated 
there are versions of this coin which contains only the 1/000 error, i.e., there are two stems and the “U” is normal. 


This issue is weakly struck in many instances and the 
fraction of 1/000 may be difficult to read (even the Red 
Book™ picture of this variety has a barely legible fraction) 
especially if there is wear in addition to the weak strike. 
This is why the “one stem” diagnostic is so important in 
identifying this variety.

The auction record for this version of the coin is $138,000 (including Buyer’s Premium) which occurred during 
Heritage Auction’s 2005 Ft. Lauderdale FL. (FUN) Signature Sale #360. The history and provenance of this specific

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The Heritage Auctions website indicated that due to its rarity (and consequently value) the S-218 variety is worth 
searching for. They stated: “The rarity and low overall Condition Census of S-218 makes this a worthwhile die marriage to 


hunt down unattributed.” 


If you are an error coin collector, or are interested in early American coppers, the 1801 3-Error Draped Bust Large Cent is 
an excellent coin to add to your collection! In fact the whole Draped Bust Large Cent Series is a wonderful and relatively 
inexpensive focus area. With a few exceptions (the early issues and the rarer varieties) most of this series can be 
purchased for a few hundred dollars through Very Good 8 and in some cases through Fine 12. With forty varieties to 
choose from this one coin series can produce an interesting collection in and of itself!

Stephen James CSRA Coin Club News 


The SJ CSRA CC of Aiken South Carolina has enjoyed a wonderful series of 
educational programs at its monthly meetings this spring! Summarized here 
are the presentations given. The members are truly thankful to all the pre- 
senters who, month after month, take the time to develop and give educa- 
tional programs to the Club! 





In January, well-known numismatist Mr. Arno Safran (member of multiple 
clubs and Editor of two coin club newsletters) presented a program on” The 
Modern Coins of Nicaragua’. This covered the period from when Nicaragua 
emerged from the dissolution of the Federal Republic of Central America (~ 
1840) to the modern era beginning in 1912 and continuing through the 
1970s. 


The February program was given by Mr. Walt Kubilius, a member of the SJ 
CSRA CC. He presented a program on Coins of the Italian States, 1760-1870. 
Walt described the various systems of coinage used by the various independ- 
ent countries on the Italian peninsula in the late 18th century and how the 
countries and their coinage were affected by French occupation from 1796 — 
1815 and later by the unification of Italy in 1848-1870. 


In March Dr. Tony Chibbaro (SCNA 2nd VP and President of the Midlands 
Coin Club) presented a program on Hard Times Tokens with specific refer- 
ences to those used in South Carolina. Tony described how coins became 
very scarce throughout the United States, resulting in the production of pri- 
vate tokens used by many merchants in lieu of Government coinage. 


The April 2019 meeting saw the inaugural presentation by Steve Kuhl, as he 
gave a comprehensive overview of the many accomplishments of Christo- 
pher “Christian” Bechtler, his sons Augustus and Charles, and his nephew 
Christopher Jr. The Bechtlers minted gold coins in western North Carolina 
beginning in 1830, and in 1831 they issued the first gold dollar coin minted in 
the US, a full 17 years before the US Mint began producing gold dollars. 


May 2019 brought the renowned Mr. Arno Safran with his new presentation 
on collecting the coins of the 1890s. In addition to wowing the audience with 
eye-popping photos of coins from that era, Arno provided plenty of contex- 

tual photos of the times, most notably New York City scenes from the 1890s. 
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Arno’s program took the audience through the whole decade, year by year, 
highlighting both general and key coinage. Shown here is a BU set from 1890

Attendees of the February 2019 meeting of the Stephen James Central Savannah 
River Area Coin Club (SJCSRACC) were treated to an extra special educational program by 
member Walter Kubilius. Walt is renowned for his in-depth research and excellently built 
presentations, and his program Coins of the Italian States, 1760-1870 was no exception — it 
was interesting and professionally done!

This article covers the evolution of coinage as the early 19° century Italian states are first Reggio 


conquered by the French and, after regaining independence, they transition from small ® Duchy of Lucca 
independent states to a unified country in the second half of the century. As can be 
expected, along the way there was significant political intrigue and many subjugations 
which changed the coins of the period. 





With respect to the political geography of the Italian Peninsula, it was comprised of four Kingdoms 

and four main Dukedoms (see sidebar and map) although this tended to flux as the imperial 

European powers waged their endless wars. To help the reader gain context, here is a generalized 
timeline of the key events which ultimately produced a completely unified Italy by 1870: 


Flag of the Napoleonic e 1700s: The people of the Italian Peninsula are subject to the 
Kingdom of Italy, 1805 alternating control of France, Spain, and Austria based on the many 
wars these powers engaged in. 

e 1796 — 1805: Napoleon Bonaparte conquers various parts of the peninsula; establishes 
Republics in these areas, forming the Republic of Italy in the north of the peninsula. 

e 1805 — 1814: Napoleon | is now Emperor of France and King of Italy (Northern and Central 
territories); Joseph Bonaparte is King of Naples. They did not control the Kingdom of Sardinia 
or the Kingdom of Sicily. 

e 1814: Bonaparte defeated and the former Italian States are reconstituted. Austria is the 
dominant political and military force. Secret Italian factions and movements begin promoting unification. 

e 1848: Lombardy-Venetia and Milan revolt against Austrian rule; Austria quashes the revolt. 

e 1859: Franco-Austrian war. Sardinia’s Prime Minister Count Camillo di Cavour secures alliance with France, who is 
victorious over the Austrians. The Northern Kingdoms become united and retain the name Kingdom of Sardinia. 

e 1860 - 1861: Giuseppi Garibaldi leads army into southern states and overthrows Bourbon 
monarchy. Territories subject to rule of Victor Emmanuel Il, King of Sardinia. Combined 
territories are proclaimed the Kingdom of Italy. Rome and Venetia are not part of the new 
kingdom. 

e 1866: Italy gains control of Venetia from the Austrians, in return for the Italian’s aid during 
the 1866 Austro-Prussian war. Flag of the Kingdom 

e 1870: France, which protected the Papal States, became embroiled in the Franco-Prussian of Italy, 1860 
war. The Italian Army took advantage and invaded Rome. Unification of the entire Italian 
Peninsula is complete. 


; : ; ; : : : NORTHERN ITALIAN COINAGE 
Many monetary units were used in the various regions of the Italian peninsula. This MONETARY EQUIVALENCIES 


must have been very challenging to figure out due to the different denominations 
(many unique to a given region or principality), equivalencies, and the varied 
composition / precious metal content between the coins. Research at the Numismatic 
Guaranty Corporation (NGC) website reveals they catalog 158 different denominations 
in use on the peninsula in the pre-Napoleonic era, many of which are fairly obscure and 


were, presumably, regional or issued by city-states. 
NGC’s website also lists 101 different denominations for the post-Napoleonic period 50 Soldi = 10 Reales = 2.5 Lire 


that they have graded (down from the 158.) Shown in the upcoming tables are the main 


denominations and equivalencies used by region / principality in the first half of the 19" 
century, presented in a north to south geographical order. This article will not attempt to 
address all 101 denominations — for this level of information the Reader is referred to Krause Publications’ Standard 
Catalog of World Coins, 1801 — 1900.

One assumes that since silver is silver and gold 
is gold, that when presented payment in “old” coinage it would be accepted. But again, the Author has not found any 
information on this topic. Perhaps this should be a topic for another article?

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Inexpensive Gold, En Espanol 


By Dr. Mark Benvenuto 


One of the wonderful paradoxes of coin collecting is 
our twin desires to buy gold and to pay as little for it 
as possible. Gold is the king of coinage metals; and 
even though recent Mint offerings include platinum 
and palladium, gold remains at the top of the pyra- 
mid, as it were. Yet the prices for gold coins often 
keep a hefty number of us away from them, since the prices are 
sometimes suitable for a king, or the king and his buddies. So, it 
might come as a big surprise, but there are some little prices when it 
comes to gold, if we know where to look. Let’s look south. 





Mexico has been a major producer of silver and gold for centuries. 
Some serious geography enthusiasts have estimated that if all the 
mountains of Mexico were flattened out and made into a single, flat 
landmass that it would have roughly the same area as all of Asia. 
That may be a strange calculation, but it lets us know there is a lot of 
mountainous terrain south of the border — and a significant amount 
of it can possibly be mined. 


5 pesos in gold: In the past three decades, the gold Eagles of the 
United States, including the 1/10" ounce version, have become a 
popular way to own some gold. Each coin is a convenient fraction of 
an ounce — the 1/10" ounce pieces, we mean — and the design is im- 
pressive. But Mexico has the U.S. gold Eagle program beaten by dec- 
ades. All the way back at the turn of the twentieth century, Mexico 
began producing 2 peso, 2% peso, and 5 peso gold pieces. The 5 pe- 
SO pieces were first out of the gate, in 1905. They were produced in 
a big way in 1906 and 1907, took a few years off until 1910, then 
quite a few more after that one year, until 1918, which became the 
first of another three-year run. Then the denomination had one final 
hurrah in 1955. Curiously, well over a million were later re-struck, 
most likely with the 1955 date. 


When it comes to these 5 peso pieces, there is a lot less collecting 
hype for them than for any United States gold. They’re good looking 
coins, and they are indeed gold. It’s just that the collector base in 
the U.S. is always biggest for our own coins, gold included. And that 
means all we really need is a little patience when it comes to assem- 


bling a collection Continued, 
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Inexpensive Gold, En Espanol, Continued 


As far as prices for today’s collector, some good news is that since 
each of these 5 peso pieces contains 0.1205 ounces of gold, and thus 
they aren’t going to cost all that much. Doing the math, we find that 
if gold trades at $1,300 per ounce, there is $156.65 of the precious 
metal in each of these little guys. What can be surprising is how little 
these cost over the value of the gold. It seems that the market is 
simply thin enough among U.S. collectors that these coins don’t com- 
mand too high a premium. 


2% pesos in gold: While the 5 peso is a pretty small gold coin, its 2% 
peso sibling is even smaller. Like the bigger version, the 2% peso was 
made for a few years, 1918-20, and then took several years off. 

Once again, the denomination resurfaced after time, this time in the 
late 1940’s. And for another “once again,” there were also plenty of 
re-strikes, this time dated 1945. Since the estimate for this final set, 
these re-strikes. Stands at over 5 million coins, that’s a lot of gold, 
even if the denomination and weight are both small. 


Perhaps because the most common 2 % pesos are restrikes, or per- 
haps because they are as under-collected as the bigger pieces, these 
little bits of gold are remarkably inexpensive. Each now contains just 
0.0602 ounces of the yellow metal, which means they have a pre- 
cious metal value of $78.33. Even with something like a 10% mark- 
up, that’s significantly less than any 1/10"" ounce U.S. gold Eagle is 
going to cost. 


2 pesos in gold: Continuing this brief foray into small Mexican gold 
we get to the truly tiny 2 pesos coin — something of a “Ripley’s: Be- 
lieve It, Or Not?” of coinage. There really was a teeny 2 peso gold 
piece, containing a mere 0.0482 ounces of gold, sporting the same 
image as the other members of this trio, and having been minted in 
impressive numbers in 1919 and 1920, but then not again until 1944 
— 1948, and then in much smaller numbers. And in what is probably 
no surprise at all, the estimate is that over 4.5 million of them were 
re-struck with a 1945 date. That’s certainly a lot of a little. 


Doing the math quickly, 0.0482 ounces of gold at $1,300 per ounce 
comes to $62.66. Adding 10% or 15% to that (hey, our dealer friends 
have to eat, too, and can’t just sell at the gold value!), we get $68.93 
and $72.06. There’s no two ways around this: this is a cheap, gold 
coin. Continued, 
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If you have read this far and still remain convinced that U.S. gold is 
the only way to go, well, there’s nothing wrong with that. But expect 
to pay for your passion. If, on the other hand, you’ve thought a bit 
about these three series, you'll realize we have three different de- 
nominations of gold coins, each of which is in a short, original series, 
and each of which has a very common date re-strike at the tail end. 
And importantly, each of these three pieces of Mexican gold are 
quite affordable. It looks then like there is some very inexpensive 
gold, if we go en espanol.

Hard Times Indeed! South Carolina in 1837

Dr. Tony Chibbaro, a well-known and much respected Numismatist 
from South Carolina recently regaled members of the Stephen 
James Central Savannah River Area Coin Club with a presentation 
on the Hard Times Tokens of South Carolina. 


Tony explained that the “hard times” as they were called was a 
severe economic recession (some historians characterize it as a 
depression) which lasted from circa 1832 to 1844. Most historians 
agree that the hard times were triggered by actions of US 
President Andrew Jackson, primarily because he successfully

States. Secondarily, it was compounded by his issuance in 1836 of 
the Species Circular, a Presidential Executive Order which required 





payment for government land to be in gold or silver. 


The 1830s were characterized by widespread bank failures, high unemployment and a very tight money supply. 
In 1837 key banks suspended payment in species, i.e., they would not redeem paper money with gold or silver, 
which essentially devalued paper currency and resulted in 

hoarding of gold and silver. Even copper coins disappeared 
from circulation. 


The hoarding of coinage and the worthlessness of paper 
money made daily commerce extremely difficult, and as is

Tony shared a very interesting historical story 
of with the audience regarding Baker: Dr. Baker 
owned a plantation at Fields Point on the 
Combahee River, about 35 miles WSW of 
Charleston, SC (see map below). The ferry at 
this location was subject to a raid by Union 
naval forces in June of 1863. The objective of 
the raid was to remove mines from the river, 
seize supplies, destroy area plantations, free 
slaves and recruit them to the Union forces. 
Harriet Tubman, who had escaped slavery in 
1849, was helping the Union forces and was 
present on one of the ships during this raid. 


The second known SC “good for” token was also issued in 1837, by Robert E. Russell; however the denomination 
of this token was “IOU 12% c”. This token was also made from Feuchtwanger’s composition and featured his 
common eagle and snake motif. Russell (1795 — 1854) was a native of Columbia, SC and operated Russell’s 
Gardens — a botanical garden on the corner of Senate and Richardson streets in downtown Columbia (see map).

An article on the attribution of the R. E. 
Russel IOU token is contained in The E- 
Sylum: Volume 16, Number 49, December 
1, 2013, Article 13, POSSIBLE ATTRIBUTION 
FOR THE FEUCHTWANGER R. E. RUSSELL 
TOKEN. This article contains copies of two 
period advertisements, one for Russel’s 
(sic) Gardens where admission was 12% 
cents; the second ad was for a bath house 
at Russell’s Gardens. Cold water baths cost 
25 cents; warm baths were 37% cents — so 
admission was two or three of Russell’s 
tokens. From a businessman’s perspective 


Russell’s pricing was very savvy, since 12% cents is also one-half a US quarter, meaning patrons who paid using a 
quarter probably received a Russell token in change, almost guaranteeing that they would come back for a 


second visit!

“Initially, the Great American Coin Hunt started as an idea formed between 
several coin dealers, but has since evolved into a viral, grassroots campaign 
that has taken off in the online numismatic community with tens of thousands 
of enthusiasts planning to participate in the phenomenon. The plan urges 
hundreds of coin dealers and collectors to drop over one million vintage and 
collectible coins back into circulation in the United States in an effort to gen- 
erate renewed interest into the hobby to demographics that have previously 
been untapped.”

Two of the five they dropped have been redeemed 
— meaning three more are out there somewhere, 
just waiting to be found — better check the drop 
map!

Have you heard? The American Numismatic Association (ANA) 
recently brought their museum and library online and you can take a 
virtual tour of these facilities and their numismatic rarities? With a 
click of your mouse you can be inside exploring the Dwight Manley 
Library and the Edward C. Rochette Money Museum! 


The ANA has done a wonderful job in building this capability because 
it brings numismatic history to your fingertips — you don’t have to 
travel to Colorado — and they do it in such a way as to maximize your 
experience. 


If you have ever been to a museum that displays numismatic items 
you will most likely recall from your experiences that there was a 
huge limitation to the displays — in almost all cases the viewer can 
only see one side of the object, typically because it is lying on a shelf 
or is attached to a wall. 


You won’t experience 
that limitation with the 
https://www.money.o ANA’s virtual museum — 
rg/money-museum- their software allows the 
virtualtour viewer to see BOTH sides 
of the object!

Additionally, you can zoom in and get a nice close 
view to see detail as if you were examining the item 
with a magnifying glass (certainly something you 
cannot do in person at a museum.) 


The initial page of the tour provides an overview 
of the facility via two different views — an 
overhead floor plan and a “dollhouse” floor plan. 
Navigation through the museum is intuitive and 
easy — it is similar to how one navigates when 
using the GoogleMaps™ street view function. As 
your “stroll” through the facility you will notice 
items on display which
